YOUNG WIDOW SHOT 
NEAR OZARK ON 
EVE COURT OPENING

‘pointed it at him he knocked it up” 
and she struck him on the arm, it is 
said. 

He said that he then reached for 
his own gun and fired two bullets into 
her body. Hospital attachees verified 
this part of the story. They stated 
that there were two shots in the 
woman's body, the first entering near 
the right breast and lodging near the 
back and the second penetrating the 
right side, 

Sheriff Kennedy said that Pouncey 
was not drinking and no evidence of 
liquor was found. 

Mrs. Nevill was questioned by offi 
cers and her story as quoted by them 
was that she had gone to the store to 
get some milk for her children and 
that she and Pouncey had quarrelled.

SPECIAL SESSION CON- 
GRESS BE DEVOTED TO 
AGRICULT., SAYS O’NEAL 


After spending a week in Washing- 
ton conferring with agricultural lead- 
ers in the Senate and House, Mdward 
A. O'Neal, president of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation, is back in 
his office in Montgomery this week 
and has expressed himself as being 
optimistic regarding agricultural leg- 
islation during the special session of 
Congress. 

In an interview the 
week, he said: 

“Our leaders in Congress expect or- 
ganized. agriculture to again take a 
leading part in formulating agricul- 
tural legislation. They seem to be 
just as sympathetic as ever to our 
needs and desires.’” 

Mr, O’Neal said that he understood 
the special session will treat very 
largely with the agricultural problem. 
He said that he hopes that Congress 
will write a national policy for agri- 
culture which ineluded adequate ag- 
ricultural tariffs, surplus control and 
Muscle Shoals. 

In this connection, President O'Neal 
ealled attention to an important res- 
olution passed at the Tenth Annual 
Mectine of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, which set forth the 
nolicy of the national organization. 
An excerpt from this resolution read: 

“We are willing to consider these 
subjects with the. forthcoming nation- 
al administration from time to time 
to find if possible, a better way than 
we have heretofore supported, of ef- 
feetuating adequate control of agri- 
cultural surpluses, of protecting and 
advancing co-operative commodity 
marketing, and ef establishing on our 
farms the henefits of the American 
Protective System, all of which se- 
eure that American standard of liv- 
in® which agriculture and induatyy 
alike desive,"!

In the year 1900, a school was es 
tablished in Southeast Coffee County, 
known as the County Line school It 
is located in the midst of one of the 
best and most progressive farming 
sections in the State, through which 
runs an excellent clay-gravel  high- 
way. 

County Line school has in its his- 
tory furnished a steady stream of 
boys and girls to the higher institu- 
tions of learning in the State. Today 
many of them are occupying intlue- 
tial positions throughout the State in 
many fields of work. 

In 1919, with the State’s aid, a new 
and modern building was built near 
the old site. 

At that time Mr. W. L. Hatcher, 
Mr. R. S, Martin and Mr. John Adams 


were trustees. They served their 
time well, Last year new trustees 
were appointed as follows: Messrs. 


P. O. Martin, John Griffin and Obie 
Pllis. 

The school employs two teachers. 
The first teachers of the new school 
were Mrs. R. S, Martin (Miss Maisie 
Hateher), principal, and Miss Nell 
Jones, of ‘Troy, as assistant. The pres- 
ent teachers are Miss Josephine Car- 
lisle, principal, and Miss Ruth Martin 
as assistant. 


NEW ATHLETIC FIELD

Line school began clearing a space 
for an athletic field. They burned 
all the bushes and rolled the logs off. 
Then they raked the leaves up in a 
pile and burned them. Now they 
have enough space for a football field 
and baseball diamond.

The boys in the primary room have 
broken up the land for a flower gar- 
den.

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he should do these things, but even a 
little child can appreciate that such 
acts bring approbation and praise and 
make other people happy. In this 
way he will grow to manhood with 
courage to face the disappointments 
and failures of everyday life. 
Always avoid bribing and do not 
make promises which you know you 
cannot or do not intend to keep. So 
often we hear, “Now, Johnny, be a 
good boy and mother will buy lots of 


candy,” or “Do this and mother will 
give you a penny.” Soon Johnny will 
no longer be satisfied with one penny, 
and you must give him two and then 
three. A child with a little determi- 
nation can easily work this method to 
his advantage. Or aguin, if a reward 
has been promised and the little girl 
or boy has made a great effort to do 
as asked, do you carelessly disregard 
the just demand for the reward? 

Threatening a child is a common 
method of setting out to obtain con- 
trol. It is, however, useless and in- 
excusable. The simple statement of 
what will follow if a child persists in 
disobeying cannot be considered a 
threat if the promised results really 
follow. But parents indulge in mean- 
ingless threats, “Be good or the doc- 
tor will cut your tongue out,” “Stop 
or I'll go for the policeman,” “Be 
quiet or I'll lick you,” or “The old 
man with the bag picks up little girls 
who don’t mind their mothers, and 
they never come home again’’—these 
and many others are in everyday use, 
with one of two results. Hither the 
child is controlled by terror, which 
may have a far deeper and more dis- 
astrous effect than is apparent, or he 
senses the fact that none of the prom- 
ised happenings takes place and de- 
velops an utter disregard for them. 
Wither result is unsatisfactory and 
should never be brought about.
